MARKET IN THE SOUTHWEST 


U. S. Geological Survey Reports Victory For Petroleum Where Its Quantity 


Protects Consumer 






































Fuel oil and natural gas kept more than 3,000,000 tons of coal, valued at more than $5,- 
000,000, cut of the market and in the ground in the southwest in 1908. 

Oil lost to coal in Texas by reason of the million barrel decrease in crude production 
— 4 1906, which resulted in an increase in coal production of 247,308 tons, valued at 

640,670. 

Coal production increased some 4,000 tons in California, but coal is now almost elimi- 
nated from the fuel market among manufacturers by oil. Coal men are merely trying to 
k.ep a focthold in the domestic market. 

These facts on the increase of oil as fuel are given by the United States Geological Sur- 


vey in its annual report just issued on coal production for 1908 as compiled by Edward W. 
Parker.

DROPS TO ONE-TENTH. 


“The coal mining industry of California has 
been adversely affected, first by the importa- 
tion of foreign and better-grade coals brought 
largely as ballast, and, second, by the increased 
production of petroleum and its use for fuel 
purposes in manufacturing establishments. As 
a result of these conditions the production of 
coal in. the state had decreased from over 170,- 
000 tons in 1900 to 77,500 tons in 1905; to 25,- 
290 tons in 1906 and to 13,950 tons in 1907 
(1908 it was 18,755 tons). 

“Up to the close of 1908 the entire produc- 
tion of coal in the state had been of the lignite 
or sub-bituminous variety. During the past 
year, however, the development of the mines 
in Stone Canyon, Monterey county, has placed 
upon the market a bituminous coal of a quality 
to compete with the foreign coals brought 
into the San Francisco market, and it is be- 
lieved that this will result, to some extent, in 
the rehabilitation of the coal mining industry 
of the state. It is understood to be the inten- 
tion of the promoters of this enterprise to 
cater to the domestic trade in which fuel pe- 
troleum does not figure as a competitor. 

“The production of petrolesm in California 
increased from 33,098,598 barrels in 1906 to 
39,748,375 in 1907, and to 44,861,742 barrels in 
1908. This enormous output of crude petro- 
leum has almost eliminated coal as a fuel for 
railroad and manufacturing purposes in Cali- 
fornia and has confined its use almost entirely 
to domestic purposes.”

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Perry Denounces Insinuations 
In Reply to Yeager’s Articles 


Declares Charge of Standard Influence Over His Association Made For 
Political Effect 


By E. R. PERRY, SECRETARY, 
MID-CONT. OIL & GAS PROD. ASS’N. 


There would be no occasion for any reply to the articles which have been appearing for 
several months past in the NATIONAL. PETROLEUM NEWS under the authorship of 
State Senator P. J. Yeager and purporting to discuss the effect of the Yeager-Strain act on 
the Oklahoma oil industry were it not for the fact that these articles have contained per- 
sistent charges and insinuations to the effect that this Association is in some way in- 
terested in furthering the cause of the pipe line companies and not that of the producers. 
The old hackneyed expression, “pulling the chestnuts out of the fire” has been rendered in- 
finitely more hackneyed by these articles. Ifthe senator had produced one single fact in 
proof of his insinuations that Would have any probative force in the mind of any sane man, 
there would then be an issue joined and a common ground on which to fight the pros and 
cons of his accusations. But the fact is that there has been nothing but unsupported state- 
ment and continued insinuation and innuendo—a course of procedure which I consider at once 
cowardly and disreputable. I therefore feel called upon to write a brief reply to these arti- 
cles, in which I shall try to state the actual facts in connection with the passage and en- 
forcement of this law; and particularly the attitude of this Association with reference 
thereto. : 

This law as it now stands upon the statue books is vastly different from the original 
draft of the bill as it first passed the Senate. The Association took no action of any kind 
with reference to the bill until it had received the unanimous vote of the Senate in its 
original form. It was then seen that unless immediate action was taken, the bill would in 
all probability pass the House and become a law without any amendment. 














There were three features of the original bill 
which were considered by the officers of this 
Association to be very dangerous to the pro- 
ducing interests of the state. These three pro- 
visions were as follows: First, that in which 
the use of the public highways of the state 
for the purpose of laying and maintaining pipe 
lines for the transportation of petroleum was 
restricted so as to exclude foreign corpora- 





tions. Second, the “ouster” clause. Third, the 
“confiscation” clause. 


Before passing to the discussion of these 
three clauses, let us understand briefly the lo- 
cal situation in the Oklahoma oil fields as it 
then was and still is. 

The writer of the articles in THE NEWS 
has stated several times that the principal fact 
in oil is that of monopoly. This is unques- 
tionably true, and it is further true that that 
fact is one of universal

portance, and which has been entirely slighted 
by the writer of these articles, and that fact 
is the lack of adequate pipe line facilities in 
the state to handle the product. For the past 
four years the complaint heard on all sides 
has been concerning inadequate pipe line fa- 
cilities. The slogan of every producer, large 
or small, has for four years been “more pipe 
lines.” The reason for this, of course, has 
been that during that time there has been a 
large surplus production which the existing 
pipe lines have not been able to handle. As a 
result of this the producer was able to find a 
market for only a part of his oil; and, further- 
more, there could be no hope for an advance 
in price so long as the prodidction exceeded 
the available market. The supreme efforts of 
the producers during that period have been di- 
rected toward the securing of more pipe lines 
and not toward the discovery of more oil, 
which as a general rule is the producer’s chicf 
concern. 


SOUGHT MORE PIPE LINES. 


It follows naturally from this condition of 
affairs that the Association, which represents 
the producers, was bound to direct its efforts 
primarily and continuously toward the secur- 
ing of additional pipe lines. No man who 
knows anything about conditions in this field 
will deny that every effort of the Association 
toward securing more pipe lines had the sup- 
port of all producers in the field who were 
honest enough to voice their real convictions. 
Independent lines, which would have afforded 
actual competition, would have been more wel- 
come than additional lines constructed by any 
of the older companies. A condition under 
which there would be actual competition in 
the purchasing of oil is the ideal and the goal 
of all the producers, and there has never been 
any independent pipe line projected or pro- 
posed that has not been uniformly and en- 
thusiastically supported by this Association. 


application in the | But independent lines sufficient to handle the 
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surplus output have not as yet been con- 
structed, nor is there any present prospect of 
the construction of such lines, although sev- 
eral projects are now on foot which, if ma- 
tured, will go a long way toward relieving the 
situation substantially, although not entirely. 

Is it not plain then that with no independ- 
ents in sight to construct lines, the producer 
then became interested in inducing the older 
companies to increase their lines? Bear in 
mind that the sumum bonum of the producer 
was more pipe lines and can there be any 
question that with no immediate prospect of 
new and competing lines, the efforts of the 
Association had to be directed toward secur- 
ing the extension of the lines operated by the 
older companies? Will any one deny that in- 
creasing carrying capacity of the ‘Prairie Oil 
& Gas Company or the Gulf Pipe Line Com- 
pany, or the Texas Company would in a very 
great measure, relieve our exceedingly bad 
situation and put thousands and thousands of 
dollars in the pockets of impoverished pro- 
ducers through increased runs and eventually 
a better market? 


SUPPORTS A STATE LINE. 


It is difficult to see how any man, who can 
reason logically from cause to effect and who 
will not allow his mind to be gangreened by 
prejudice, can arrive at any but one answer to 
these questions. But it is precisely at this 
point that Senator Yeager and the very small 
coterie of bona fide producers who were sup- 
porters of his bill, came to the parting of the 
ways with the Association. The Association 
and the producers almost unanimously stood 
for the plain and straightforward creed of 
more pipe lines, preferably independent, but if 
Independents were not available, then addi- 
tional lines from any source. It is a matter 
of record that the Association has rallied loy- 
ally to the support of the proposed state pipe 
line and in the future as well as in the past, 
the banner of the Association will be found 
unfurled wherever a project is advanced which 
will promise increased pipe line facilities to 
the producers of the field. 


It was believed by the members and officers 
of the Association that the “ouster” clause 
and the “confiscation” clause would deter new 
capital from coming into the field and con- 
structing additional pipe lines, whether that 
new capital was to come from an independent 
source or from any of the pipe line companies 
then doing business in the field. We had had 
a direct object lesson as to the effect of pro- 
visions similar to these before the Yeager- 


Strain bill was drawn, in the regulations of | 


the Department of the Interior. Those regu- 
lations, as promulgated in 1906, contained pro- 
visions exactly analogous to these, and no one 
familiar with the history of this field can deny 
that those regulations did result in restricting 
the extension of pipe lines. As a concrete fact 
in proof of this one company actually tore up 
thirty miles of pipe line already laid and re- 
fused to proceed with the further extension of 
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ALL AGAINST TWO SECTIONS. 
With this example fresh in our minds, and 
with a fair general knowledge of the usual ef- 
fect of such legislation, the producers almost 
to a unit were opposed to these two provisions 
of the original Yeager-Strain law. And their 
Opposition was based solely on the belief, 
which they still hold to be well grounded, that 
these provisions would have the effect of pre- 
venting the building of additional pipe lines. 
But the supporters of the Yeager-Strain law 
would not give us credit for any honesty of 
purpose whatever, and at once resorted to that | 
weapon which should be scorned by every man 
of honesty and intelligence, namely, that of 
insinuation that we were working in the inter- 
ests of Standard Oil Company. It is well 
known that throughout this country connec- 
tion with monopoly of any kind is exceedingly 
unpopular with the masses of the people and, 
therefore, with the politicians. It is further 
well known that it is only necessary to state that 
any certain man or group of men are covertly | 








the mind of the average man. 
has appeared under so many different dis- 
guises, and has done its work in so many 
curious and wonderful ways, that even intelli- 
gent men are prone to believe such a statement 
absolutely without proof or without any at- 
tempt to inquire into the real truth of the mat- 
ter. For this reason, I say, it is cowardly—it 
is beneath the sense of honesty of any right 
thinking man to make such a charge without 
convincing proof to support it. The cry of 
“Standard Oil” will stampede almost any legis- 
lative body in the United States. No politician 
who hopes for a future dare support a meas- 
ure which even the wildest imagination couples 
with Standard Oil. The supporters of the 
Yeager-Strain law knew this perfectly, and in- 
stead of resorting to legitimate argument to 
defeat the wishes of the producers, they ré- 
sorted to the cry of Standard Oil, and did not 
adduce one single fact to support their cry; 
nor could they have done so, so far as this As- 
sociation is concerned, had they had every fact 
in the universe at their tongues’ end. 


ENDORSED NEARLY SAME BILL. 
It so happened that the annual meeting of 
the Association occurred a few days after the 


and at that meeting a substitute bill with the 
three above named objectionable features elim- 
inated, was carefully considered and unani- 
mously endorsed. There may have been some 
present who had not the moral courage to 
speak their minds, who were secretly opposed 
to it, but the fact is that the producers’ substi- 
tute measure received the unanimous endorse- 
ment of the producers, who were met at least 
three hundred strong, at the annual meeting of 
this Association.

Our bill, as before stated, was analogous to 
the original Yeager-Strain law with the ex- 
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ception of the three features above enumer- 
ated. It contained the common carrier and 
‘common purchaser clauses, and all the pro- 
| visions of the original bill providing for re- 
| ports to and supervision by the state. By rea- 
| son of the fight made by the producers, the 
ouster clause and the confiscation clause were 
cut out of the bill before it was introduced 
into the House; and absolutely the only point 
of difference between the producers’ bill and 
the present Yeager-Strain bill was that em- 
bodied in Clause Two, which restricts the use 
of the highways for pipe lines to the exclusion 
|of foreign corporations. 

Here again the same old Standard Oil cry 
| was raised and it was alleged with much heat 
|and bitterness that because we desired the free 
|use of the highways for all pipe lines, whether 
| domestic or foreign, we were working solely 
| in the interests of the Standard Oil. It was 
| argued that the Standard Oil was the only for- 
eign corporation which we could have in mind 
lin desiring to permit such bodies to construct 
'pipe lines across our highways. Legislators 
| were told that the Standard Oil would be the 
| sole beneficiary of such a provision. The sup- 
| porters of the Senate bill would not admit that 
| the construction of additional pipe lines, even 
iby the Standard Oil Company, would be a 
lgreat and everlasting benefit to every pro- 
'ducer in the field. On the contrary, they 
| elected to close their eyes to this very patent 
fact, and pursue a campaign devoid of argu-

BILL’S SUPPORTERS WERE DELUDED. 


Possibly some of the supporters of the bill 
were honest in their belief. But if honest, they 
were none the less deluded, because they 
sought no proof whatever and obtained none. 
On the contrary, if they had sought to discover 
the actual facts they would very soon have 
convinced themselves that the men who repre- 
sented this Association in Guthrie had no more 
connection either directly or indirectly with 
the Standard Oil Company than had they 
themselves. 


A situation parallel to the one presented at 
Guthrie and which will perhaps serve best to 
illustrate the point, occurred last spring when 
the Aldrich-Payne tariff bill was before the 
United States Senate. On that occasion, as 
on evéry occasion when legislation affecting oil 
is pending, a few members, covetous of the ap- 
plause of an unthinking public, sought to in- 
jure the cause of the Independent producers 


a doubt. Is it not a deplorable condition of 
affairs when a body of honest business men 
whose associations for a lifetime have been 
strictly along independent lines, and who are 
trying to accomplish something for the Inde- 
pendents, find themselves bound hand and foot 
by the wolf cry of men who have no more re- 
spect for decency and fair play than to ring 
in the old cry of Standard Oil when they 
themselves, in the majority of cases, know that 
such a charge is absolutely without founda- 
tion? Could an advantage be more meanly 
gained than in this manner? The man of 
breadth will see at a glance that there is no 
surer way to further the interests of monopoly 
than to cripple the efforts of independents by 
seeking to connect them with monopoly; for 
by so doing they render helpless the only ef- 
fective opposition that monopoly can ever 
have. For that portion of misguided honesty 
that displayed itself in the opposition to the 
producers’ bill, we cherish no desire to cen- 
sure. 


FOUGHT OVER HIGHWAYS. 
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then should not associations, representing the 
producers, strive by all honorable means to 
prevent the closing of the gates of the state 
to any corporation which might bring to the 
producer that which he most needed? Was it 
not the absolute duty of every honest member 





or officer of the Association to do all he could 
to see that the laws of the state were favor- 
able to the further extension of our pipe line 
facilities from any and every source? 


It may well be that the Standard would have 
benefited by a provision permitting them to 
lay their pipe lines while still remaining a for- 
eign corporation. The producers could not 
compel them to domesticate. Over that mat- 
ter we had absolutely no control. It was com- 
monly understood then, as now, that they did 
not propose to domesticate. Why then should 
we cut off from ourselves the possibility of

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CANADIAN RATES TO 
BAR INDEPENDENTS 


Proposed Increases Made By Roads 
to “Call Off” Litigation

In connection with order 7479 of the Board 
of Railway Commissioners of Canada, a rather 
interesting situation has developed in regard 
to assessment of charges on petroleum and its 
products when moving from American refin- 
ing points to Canada and between Canadian 
points. The above mentioned decision was ren- 
dered in the case of the British American Oil 
Company vs. The Grand Trunk Railroad, in 
which decision it was held that where class 
rates were published from American points to 
Canadian points, such rates were the only legal 
rates in effect rather than the combination of 





charged on petroleum and its products for a 
number of years. The above mentioned case 
has been appealed by the railroads to the Su- 
preme Court of Canada, but in the meantime 
an attempt has been made to so adjust freight 
rates on petroleum and its products that would 
be so pleasing to the complainants in the 
above mentioned case, that would result in 
their agreeing to compromise the case, and 
have it withdrawn from the Supreme Court. 

| It is proposed to attempt to establish a 
jlow crude oil rate from American producing 
|points to Canadian points, retain the present 
jbasis of charging the combination of local 
rates on the frontier, and in addition take the 
rates out of the commodity basis from the 
frontier points and between Canadian points, 
and put them on a class basis. This would 


all rates from American Refining points to 
Canadian points, and would have the effect of 
very materially increasing the rates from the 
plant of the independent refinery of the Cana- 
dian Oil Company at Petrolia. 

S. O. USES WATER ROUTE. 

At the present time the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, located at Sarnia, obtain the greater por- 
tion of their crude oil by boat, and ship a 
large proportion of their oil from Sarnia by 
boat, in addition to which they import a tre- 
mendous amount of refined oil and other 
Petroleum products from American points to 
Eastern Canadian points by boat, so that the 
Proposed increase in rates would be of ma- 
terial interest to the Standard Oil Company, 
On account of the fact that the rates from 
the Independent refinery of the Canadian Oil 

Ompanies, Limited, at Petrolia, would be

y “Fiasco” Brought Low 
Rates that Opened Doors of Kansas 





| Kansas’ attempt to build a state refinery in 
| 1905, is being held up by Standard Oil publica- 
| tions and Standard sympathizers against the 
| Oklahoma state pipe line plan, as a “fiasco” 
‘and “horrible example” of state ownership. 
| They haven’t said anything else, haven’t both- 
'ered about the details, but have been satisfied 
‘with the word “fiasco” in describing it. 

Independent oil men, however, emphatically 
ideny that the Kansas agitation for a rehnery 
|was a fiasco. They declare it has resulted in 
|the most good for the people of the state and 
|country and for the Independent oil interests, 
(of anything that has happened in recent years. 
| Frank B. Fretter, one of the leading Inde- 
| pendent refiners, and secretary of the National 
| Refining Company, Cleveland, O., that has a 
| very large refinery at Coffeyville, Kans., was 
‘prominently identified with the fight of the 
|state of Kansas against the Standard and 
which resulted in the passage of the refinery 
‘act. In speaking’ of it he said: 

Ss. O. HELD CONTROL. 

“The Standard had had things its own way 
\in Kansas and its way was a most expensive 
way for the people because it eliminated com- 
| petition entirely and would not permit the In- 
| dependents to enter the market. The territory 
|was districted between the Standard’s sub- 
|sidiary and bogus “independent” companies. 
“From this unbearable condition the people 
|of Kansas protested. Their protests resulted 
|in plans for a state refinery to compete with 
ithe Standard. This move the Standard Oil 
| Company fought with all its might. With the 
agitation for the refinery developed the in- 
‘iquitous and unjust freight rates that kept all 
|Independents out of the state. At the same 
time of enacting the law for a state refinery 
the legislature passed a uniform oil rate law, 
which reduced the old rates 50 per cent and 
gave every one something of a fair show in 
_the market, and the legislature also passed at 
'the same time the anti-discrimination law that 
former Governor Hoch, in his message to the 
legislature one time said saves the people of 
Kansas alone $500,000 a year in the price of 
oil. 

“The Standard put up a desperate fight 
against all these laws, denounced them as so- 





cialistic, populistic and everything else, but 
the people won. After the laws were in effect 
the one authorizing a state refinery was de- 
clared unconstitutional and that ended the re- 
finery plans, but the other laws stayed in ef- 
fect and have been sustained. : 


BIG VICTORY FOR STATE. 

“Although the Standard won in getting the 
refinery plan killed, the state won in getting 
Independent oil men into the state. At that 
time there weren’t any Independent refineries 
in Kansas to speak of, while today there are a 
score of them. At that time the average price 
of burning oil was, say, 14 cents over the 
state, while today it is nearer 7 cents. 

“Another thing of vast importance is that 
the fairer and more honest freight rates ob- 
tained by that fight have given the Inde- 
pendent oil men opportunity to prove that 
with a halfway equal showing they can com- 
pete with the Standard tank wagon service 
with less than carload shipments. The result 
is the tank wagon business of the Standard 
has been cut in two. 

“As a result of this ‘fiasco,’ that the Standard 
is pleased to call it, the Independent oil men 
are now doing at least 40 per cent of the oil 
business of Kansas as against practically none 
of it four years ago.”

Who will bid in the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany property in Texas when it is offered at 
public sale, Dec. 7, by Receiver Robert J. Eck- 
hardt, is a question much asked in the oil 
world of the southwest. 

It is generally expected that the Standard 
Oil Company, in some form, will put in a bid 
that will take over the property. It also is 
expected that the Texas Company, which, it is 
reported, has already taken over, in the course 
of business, a large number of Waters-Pierce 
stations, and the Gulf Refining Company will 
offer bids. 

As the deal calls for not only a large cash 
outlay of many millions, probably, but also an 
organized base of crude and refined supply, 
the Independent interests have not gone fur- 
ther than to discuss the deal in general and 
wish that they had the pipe lines, refineries and 
crude production to warrant them in going 
after the property. At present they require 
all their capacity and capital to take care of 
their established business. 

As the Waters-Pierce Texas property con- 
sists of only a well established marketing or- 
ganization and equipment, the Independents 
point out that it would be necessary not only 
to have a large refinery but have it in opera- 
tion when the sale is made. They say that 
there would be no chance of the Standard Oil 
Company furnishing the supply of refined oil 


if the company was owned by Independents, 


any more than the Standard would furnish the 
crude for a refinery there. 


The outcome of the sale will be watched 
with much interest by the Independents, as 
they confidently expect it will introduce an- 
other powerful factor against them in the busi- 


ness.

After the publication by Mr. Bretsnyder of 
one rebate agreement between the Waters- 
Pierce Company and Stevenson & Fitz, dealers 
in the town of Des Are, Mo., he received a let- 
ter from J. H. Johnson who, by the way, in- 
nocently announces on his letter head that he 
is “Justice of the Peace, Dealer in Family 
Groceries and all Kinds of Junk and Medical 
Roots,” asking advice on how to proceed at 
law to get the rebates on his previous pur- 
chases from the Waters-Pierce Company 
which had been given his competitors. 
The following letter from F. P. Gentry, a

Kansas City, Kansas 
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Woman Refiner Charges Producers 
With Plotting to Bankrupt Her 





That certain producers are scheming to de- 
stroy her credit and get control of the Sun- 
flower State Refining Company at Niotaze, 
Kans., is the belief of Miss Hermana Kaess- 
mann, president and principal stockholder. 

She alleges that these designing oil men are 
the ones who filed both suits, for a receiver 
and involuntary bankruptcy in the county 
court at Niotaze and in the federal court at 
Kansas City, Kans., September 25th. The first 
suit was filed on a claim for $800 and the 
second on a claim for $5,000. ‘The total lia- 
bilities of the refinery are given as $200,000. 
All but $25,000 of it is for a new wax plant. 
The $25,000 is held by producers whom, Miss 
Kaessman says, are causing the trouble. The 
assets are given as $560,000. The concern is 
said to be making, even now, $5,000 a month 
in profits. J. B. Adams, banker of Eldorado, 
Kans., is the receiver. 

It was through the bankruptcy. proceedings 
that the general public heard of the “woman’s 
refinery” so the Kansas City Star hustled a 
staff man to Niotaze to get a special story, of 
which the following, bearing on the present 
trouble, is a part: 

A year ago Miss Kaessmann decided to stop 
once and for all one of the great leaks of the 
business. Selling fuel oil, the residium of kero- 
sene is not so profitable as selling the by-prod- 
ucts of fuel oil, lubricating oil and paraffine. 
So plans were made for the building of a big 
lubricating and paraffine plant across the road 
from the original plant. The work was started 
early last winter. Miss Kaessmann superin- 
tended it all. No contractor made a middle- 
man’s profit out of this job. The materials she 
purchased herself. 
thousand in the open market she purchased for 
$3 a thousand. Every piece of machinery, every 
pound of iron, every brick, every board, every 
sack of cement she personally bought. 

The work was done by day labor. A hundred 
men have been engaged on it for a year. It is 
now finished. The cost was $200,000. The trou- 
bles of the Sunflower State Refining Company 
have grown out of this task. They come from 
this, Miss Kaessmann says and the efforts of 
certain oil producers to force the concern into 
bankruptcy and get control of the business. A

ACCUSES PRODUCERS. 

“Certain producers,” Miss Kaessmann  de- 
clared, “are trying to create distrust of our con- 
cern among the banks, to destroy: our credit. 
They have started stories in variance with facts 
in order to do it. That designing persons are 
trying to bring this condition about is shown 
by the fact that the application on which the re- 
ceivership is based was made to collect indebt- 
edness of only about $800 while those applica- 
tions for proceedings in bankrupty filed in Kan- 
sas City, Kansas, in the federal court are for 
amounts aggregating only about $5,000. They 
will not succeed. Our big creditors are not 
worrying. We are making $5,000 a month now 
and the new lubricating and paraffine plant will 
easily double these profits. 

NONE OF THE STOCK FOR SALE. 

Another thing that has contributed to the 
present condition, Miss Kaessmann says, is the 
fact that the refinery now has on hand 14,000 
barrels of refined oil. Rather than sell it at the 
cost of production, the summer output to a large 
extent has been stored. The price paid to the 
refineries by the jobbers has been less than two 
cents a gallon. Three and a half cents a gal- 
lon is considered a fair price. Miss Kaessmann 
declares that what the Independent refiners of 
this country need is a storage capacity at some 
Gulf port of 35,000 barrels. If the summer out- 
put is sent abroad, it would stiffen the market 
on the remainder, in her opinion, and at the 
same time enable the refiners to make a fair 
profit on the sumer’s output. But at that, the 
receiver says, the Sunflower State Refining Com- 
pany is now clearing $5,000 a month.

GAS MERGER IN WEST 


Court Decision Sets Many Consoli- 
dation Deals Agoing 








With the decision of Judge Campbell, of 
McAllester, Okla., extending the temporary in- 
junction against Oklahoma’s interfering with 
piping gas out of the state and ordering the 
gas companies to proceed with their work of 
laying new lines, comes a story of a prob- 
able consolidation of the gas interests with the 
United Gas Improvement Company of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., which has always been looked 
upon as being a part of the so-called Standard 
Oil crowd. 

The Kansas Natural Gas Company has al- 
ready closed a deal to take over the Nowata 
Gas Company and it is reported that negotia- 
tions have been on with other companies that 
are expected to eventually throw control of 
the entire gas production and business to the 
Kansas Natural and the United Improvement 
Companies. : 

Elsewhere in the country the Standard Oil 
Company is pursuing this policy of consolidat- 
ing its gas interests, accumulating all the gas 
there is and, in the East, of withdrawing from 
the domestic market. : 

The sale of the East Ohio Gas Company, 
the Standard’s big distributor of gas to the 
consumers of Cleveland and northern Ohio, to 
the Columbia Gas & Electric Company of Cin- 
cinnati, for that company’s gas holdings in 
West Virginia is now authoritatively reported 
to be agreed upon and substantially consum- 
mated.

barrels, so that we may safely figure on three 
| barrels of oil being equal to a ton of coal. 

“It will be readily apparent that the cost of 
| transportation for oil is considerably less than 
|half that of coal. When the fuel is put aboard 
; the locomotive tender the same rule holds good. 
Sufficient oil fuel can be carried for the day’s 
'run for the heaviest type of locomotive; if coal 
|is used the supply would have to be replenished 
several times. 


BETTER FOR LOCOMOTIVE. 

“There is still another phase of the fuel busi- 
ness from the railway man’s standpoint. The 
Southern Pacific owns two very large locomo- 
tives that run from Bakersfield to Mendota, a 
distance of 134 miles. Either one of these en- 
gines is capable of pulling 100 carloads of 
freight of an approximate weight of 5,000 tons 
dead weight and one of them has actually a rec- 
ord of 102 loaded oil cars from Oil Center to 
Kern, 60 of which were jumbos weighing more 
than 100 tons each. On this run, requiring about 
seven hours, this locomotive consumes the 
equivalent of 29 tons of coal. 

“It will readily be seen that it would be ut- 
terly impossible to consume that amount of coal 
within that period of time, even if it were pos- 
sible for a man, or even two men, to shovel it 
into a single furnace. 

“In considering the comparison between oil 
and coal, it should be remembered also that this 
is figuring on good coal; that California does 
not produce coal in commercial quantities of 
any grade, but most of it is imported from either 
Australia or British Columbia. We ship some 
coal from the eastern and central western parts 
of the United States that is of good quality; but 
this comes too high for general commercial use. 

HANDLES CHEAPER. 

“If we figure that coal is worth in San Fran- 
|cisco in five-car lots about $7 a ton at ship's 
|side, at this rate oil would be worth, for fuel 
|purposes alone, $2.33 a barrel if the cost of pro- 
|duction and handling were the same, but here 
jagain the advantages are on the side of the 
liquid fuel, which can be pumped quickly and 
| cheaply, while the coal has to be shoveled both 
|into and out of the car. 

“Tt should not cost any more to ship a car of 
/oil than it does to ship a car of coal of the 
|same weight, and if this were the case, then the 
| cost of oil transportation would be cut 50 per 
cent, as one ton of oil equals slightly more than 
|two tons of coal. This, of course, applies to 
|\the interior points where there are no pipe 
|lines, which still further cuts down the price 
of oil transportation and increases its value in 
a corresponding ratio against coal. 

“There still is another way to figure the value 
of oil. California oil displaced last year at least 
12,000,000 tons of coal worth in round numbers 
$70,000,000. If it displaced that much coal it 
is worth just that much to the state. If we 
figure that it took 36,000,000 barrels of oil to 
displace that coal, we have an approximate 
price of $2 a barrel for the oil, or, in other 
words, the oil has saved to the people of the 
state the difference between $70,000,000, which 
the coal would cost, and about $30,000,000, which 
|is the price received for the oil, to which must 
| be added the difference in the cost of transpor- 
|tation and handling. 


| 0. K. FOR THE NAVY. 

|_ “It is just within the last few months that the 
|United States government has started to make 
|an exhaustive series of tests with crude oil as 
|a@ fuel for navy vessels. The monitor ‘Cheyenne’ 
|has been engaged in this work for the last three 
|}months (and is still at it and reports are all 
| most favorable to the oil.—Editor) up and down 
| the Pacific coast, and so far the tests have been 
|entirely successful from the point of expense, 
|ease of operation, speed and efficiency.

Fuel oil saved to the consumers of Califor- 
nia last year more than $40,000,000, by dis- 
placing some 12,000,000 tons of coal, accord- 
ing to H. B. Guthrey, chairman of the pe- 
troleum products’ committee of the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Mines, in his annual report 
to the chamber, just issued in a booklet with 
other mineralogical facts of California by the 
chamber. 

The market for fuel oil, Mr. Guthrey reports, 
is almost unlimited. In Los Angeles alone, he 
points out there are 5,000 factories that are 
steady consumers of fuel oil; the Southern 
Pacific alone uses 40,000 barrels a day and this 
and foreign countries are using it and plan- 
ning to extend its use in the navies. 

His report should be of interest to the In- 
dependent producers of the Mid-Continent 
field, particularly at this time, when they are 
planning to go into the fuel markets direct and 
thus free themselves of the Standard Oil 
Company and build a lasting business that will 
always keep them independent. Standard Oil 
papers have been busy throwing cold water on 
the Mid-Continent producers’ hopes of a fuel 


oil market by saying that there is none that is 
not now being supplied; that the Standard will 
find and develop any such market whenever 
one puts in an appearance and will thus save 
the producers the trouble of marketing their 
oil themselves. 


PRODUCERS NOW FREE. 

Mr. Guthrey’s report, in part, follows: 

“Low prices for the producers will doubtless 
never figure again in California history. The 
Independent producers have gained strength by 
association. 

“The market is being constantly enlarged day 
by day until at present California supplies oil 
for fuel from Sparks, Nevada, on the east to 
the Philippines on the west; and from Nome, 
Alaska, on the north to Valparaiso on the south, 
including the Panama canal zone. 

“The natural competitor of fuel oil is coal. 
Coal is worth, in large quantities, on the Pacific 
—— about $7 a ton at ship’s side in San Fran- 
cisco. 

“It has been proven by a series of tests con- 
ducted by the largest consumer of fuel in the 
world (the Southern Pacific Railroad), that un- 
der the most favorable conditions it requires 90 
gallons of oil, say of a gravity of 16 degrees, 
to do the work of a ton of good coal. 

“Many other consumers have not been able 
to make so good a showing and in some in- 





“Third, greater boiler efficiency from the fact 
that the fires burn steadily at all times and do 
not have to be cleaned, as with coal. It is a 
| well-known fact that with a coal fired vessel 
|having, say, 36 furnaces, at least six are out of 
|commission at all times owing to the necessity 
lof cleaning fires. With an oil-fired vessel this 
|is unnecessary. As the fire is steady, it is, 
| therefore, much easier on the boilers. 
| “Fourth, greater steaming radius owing to the 
|fact that a ton of oil stows in 51 per cent of the 
| space occupied by a ton of coal and does twice 
the work, so that for the same amount of space 
four times the amount of fuel can be carried. 
| “Fifth, speed in oiling up, it requiring only 4 
|few hours to fill a vessel with oil as against 
several days for bunkering and cleaning ship. 

“Sixth, degrees in cost of fuel and labor. 

“Seventh, a higher personnel of men in the 
|}engine room, 

“Kighth, a possibility of storing an unlimited 
supply of fuel out of the reach of any possible 
enemy. 

“If our war vessels were equipped for oil, fuel 
oiling stations could be established at various 
| places on the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts. 
| ENGLAND USING OIL. 

“We have to maintain stations at various 
places throughout the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
for coal, but oil can be carried wherever coal 
can and at a fraction of the expense. For in- 
stance, a large vessel can carry 60,000 barrels of 
oil, which is equivalent to 20,000 tons of coal.

This company 
will leave the Associated when its contract ex- 
pires next month. 

THE ASSOCIATED has issued a statement 
denying that the Southern Pacific has increas- 
ed its control over the company or that it will 


be a mere fuel supplying agency for the rail- 
road. 


WANTS OHIO CO. TO SELL 
OIL TO NATIONAL’S LINE 








A. J. Steele, independent producer, North 
Baltimore, Ohio, filed answer in suit with the 
Ohio Oil Company at Findlay, Ohio, October 
11, asking the court to sell his oil to the Na- 
tional Pipe Line because it pays a 3 cent 
premium rather than to the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany, which as Standard subsidiary, only pays 
the exact market quotation. 

This is a new angle in such suits. Steele, 
sometime ago, purchased a farm near North 
Baltimore and started drilling for oil. The 
Ohio Oil Company came forward with a plea 
that it held a lease on the farm and threw 
Steele’s equipment off bodily.

BIG HORN BASIN WILL | 


BE LIMITED BY DIPS 


Geologist Writes of Study of New Field 
and Prospects for Oil 
Development 








BY ROSWELL H. JOHNSON, 
GEOLOGIST. 


The oil sands of the Big Horn Basin oil 
field lie in a basin in the northeastern part of 
Wyoming about 60 miles east of the Yellow- 
stone National Park. In the center of this 
basin they are covered by so great a thickness 
of later rocks, which are unpromising for oil, 
that the development is destined to be limited 
to the edges of the basin. The dips of the 
sands are moreover of such a steepness that 
development is likely to be confined for the 
most part to a number of anticlines running 
nearly parallel to the surrounding mountains 
inside of the outcrops of the oil sands. 

The field will, therefore, never have the 
area of the better known oil fields, but will 
consist of a number of separate pools stretched 
out along the margins of the basin. Owing 
to the steepness of the dips one need go but 
a short distance from production until the 
sands are so deep that wells are abandoned 
as dry before they reach the sand. It is largely 
for this reason that the field has had a con- 


siderable number of dry holes which were en- 
tirely unnecessary. 


MUST USE CARE. 


It is a field in which the wells must be lo- 
cated with great care, but in which in proper 
locations a large percentage of successors 
should be encountered. At the present time 
wells have only been drilled on the Garland, 
Greybull, Torchlight and Cody anticlines. In 
the two latter cases the wells have not yet 
been drilled deep enough to constitute the 
tests. Oil is at present being produced from 
the Greybull, Garland and Cody anticlines in 
which cases it is of excellent quality, having 
a gravity of about 43 degrees B. 

Preparations are now being made to drill 
the Frannie anticline and placer claims have 
been taken up on the Alkali, Byron and Ore- 
gon anticlines so that drilling may be expected 
at these points. There are a number of other 
anticlines which must wait development for 
further railroad construction. 

The refinery which Messrs. Bonner and 
Curl are interested in at Cowley, is practically 
completed with a pipe line from the wells on 
the Garland anticline. Actual operation is ex- 
pected to be started within a few days. The 
refinery, however, has only a present capacity 
of about 200 barrels. Another refinery is being 
projected for Lovell, the next town south. As 
yet the principal operating companies are 
Colorado and Montana parties. There can be 
no doubt that the Big Horn oil field is destined 
to become a well known field which should go 
far yet to supplying the northwestern states. 


HASKELL POOL. 


Only the prolonged and severe drought has 
prevented great activity in developing the 
region surrounding the two large wells in sec- 
tions 19 and 30; T. 15; R. 15, eight miles south- 
west of Haskell, Okla. As it is, two wells are 
now drilling to the northeast and northwest 
respectively, and there are six rigs and two 
piles of material waiting for the expected 
rains.

Milwaukee Independent Says He Will 
Save Thousands of Dollars 
with His Scheme 








By keeping his tankage in a regular house, 
E. A. Wadhams, of the Wadhams Oil Com- 
pany, Milwaukee, Wis., figures on saving at 
least $3,000 worth of oil a year that would 
otherwise evaporate. 

Mr. Wadhams is instituting this new depar- 
ture in handling oil at his large plant in Mil- 
waukee. A large concrete warehouse is now 
almost completed. It will have a concrete roof 
and will be therefore fireproof. It is located 
on the same property as the general offices 
and rest of the Wadhams main plant. The 
tankage contained therein amounts to 15,000 
barrels. The tanks rise to within 5 feet of the 
roof inside. 

“I got the idea for this by thinking over 
what they do in the fields, in the way of build- 
ing shelter over the tanks,” said Mr. Wadhams. 
“The loss from evaporation, especially of the 
light oils and gasolines, is very expensive when 
one has enough of it, so I finally figured that 
sudden changes in temperature, especially the 
heat of the sun’s rays, there ought to be quite 
a saving. We tested it out and believe that 
we will save, roughly speaking, two per cent 
and to make it more conservative in our case, 
call it $3,000 a year saved. 

“Our new warehouse, built around the 


tanks, is of modern construction, all concrete 
and is fireproof.”

campaign the Standard has slowly but stead- 
ily depressed the market price for oil and— 
up to a few months ago I am told—reduced 
the quantity of oil it was running (so as to get 
the producer securely under its thumb and 
thus force the cry of “You’re wrecking the 
state’s biggest industry.” 


BLUFF TOO PATENT. 


But the Standard overshot the mark, I say. 
It screwed the producer down too tight. It 
made its bluff too patent and obvious and it 
has lost, by making the situation ripe for a 
state pipe line, for absolute divorcement of 
the oil industry from its monopolistic power. 
It has beaten the producer into the frame of 
mind to fight for himself and to accept and 
fight for a state line. It has even forced some 
of its former friends of the Mid-Continent Oil 
& Gas Association, from its retinue of servants 
and caused them, now that real hope has been 
offered of freedom, to turn against it and 
pledge their support to the state pipe line. 

If my bill accomplished nothing more than 
this, it has done a great work. And that the 
common carrier law that we fought for against 
such strenuous opposition, was the real turn- 
ing point in the situation, oil men themselves 
who fought against it, now admit. 

Events in the last month have come with 
rather surprising swiftness. The situation 
which obtained a month ago in Oklahoma it 
seems was peculiarly susceptible to such a 
suggestion as the state building a pipe line. 
Truly I hardly expected the oil producers to 
come to the support of such a plan. 

Cynical and discouraged as many of them 
have become, sycophantic and treacherous to 
Independent interests as some few others are 
who make up in noise what they lack in 
numbers, and thoroughly inured as they all 
are in practice to a system which dictates the 
market price at their tanks and holds their 
eyes away from other possible markets by 
making it ready money—any Standard monop- 
oly writer on pipe lines will discant lengthily 
upon the great convenience to the producer 
of having his “money always ready just as 
soon as the oil is run,” a not extreme variation 
from the rule of trade under which Cook’s 
Eskimos bartered hundreds of dollars’ worth 
of furs and ivory for a shining tin cup or mir- 


ror—all these things led us to expect a far 
less cordial response to our suggestion on the 


part of oil men than we have received. 


UNDERLINGS ARE SURPRISED. 


That the surprise we felt was shared by the 
underlings who act as megaphones for the 
monopoly is evidenced by the following writ- 
ten by the gifted and celebrated Tulsa repre- 
sentative of the Oil City Derrick. “There are 
some funny alignments developing out of this 
state pipe line controversy. For instance, 


tive reservations. M. L. Lockwood, an old- 
timer in the oil business and anti-monopoly 
moves favors a state line because he sees a 
way to illustrate his common carrier notions. 
While all these people are willing to go on 
record as favoring state operation of commer- 
cial and industrial plants, each one has ideas 
at variance with others in the final analysis.” 
This shows no great depth of analysis of 
the situation but it does plainly show that not 
the “alignments” he names were “funny,” but 
that there should be any alignments at all of 
leading members of the M. C. O. & G. P. A. 
out of harmony with the interest and teaching 
of the monopoly. But, however hard it may 
be for those most surprised to understand or 
to explain, the fact has arisen and is substan- 
tial that a state pipe line in Oklahoma can and 
will be a “go.” 


BUSINESS MEN ENDORSE LINE. 


The Commercial Clubs, business men and 
the press of the state quite generally have al- 
ready heartily endorsed the plan. The Tulsa 
World, a Republican paper of decidedly mod- 
ern and western habits of thoughts, which is 
to say of character and independence, ably 
and conscientiously supports it; the Muskogee 
Phoenix, independent Republican, supports it; 
The Times Democrat of Muskogee endorses 
it; the Okmulgee Democrat, one of the best 
informed on oil matters and one of the most 
progressies dailies in the new state, was an 
early advocate of it, and observes partly as 
follows: “If the railroads of the country were 
in this modern day clinging to a theory based 
in “vested rights” that they were a part of a 
great system engaged in “gathering, manufac- 
turing and distributing” the articles which 
they carry—if their control were directed en- 
tirely by and in behalf of private allied manu- 
facturing and producing interests so that their 
agents received no goods from patrons except 
as purchasers, if in short, the present theory 
of pipe line owners and the one time theory of 
railway owners, denying all public rights in 
transportation, ‘were yet in vogue as to rail- 
roads, long ere this every state in the union 
had built its line of railways. The farming 
out by the state to private enterprise of an 
original state function would, by such a doc- 
trine, be proved a failure and its resumption 
had long ago had to follow. The easy refer- 
ence by light-weight objectors to the ‘poli- 
ticians’ and their turning the plan to graft is 
as easily met by pointing to the array of politi- 
cal and literary hand-me-downs now and for 
years past engaged in buttressing up, in an 








Warren Platt, who edits the Cleveland Pe- 
troleam News for the glorification of D. C.

I do not 
know except that old numbers of his paper 
shown me by old oil men seem to show that 
he was taken seriously, especially in the light 
of a magnificent history of success in quelling 
serious opposition. 


MUD-SLINGING OUT OF DATE. 


But whatever success he had, his work ought 
to have been ‘measured, as all timeserving is 
measured by the judicious, as fitted only to a 
transitory state of facts, and it ought to have 
been realized that the old gags could not work 
forever and not at all in the West. 

The head of the sentiment-hatchery in Okla- 
homa is a one-time Populist. His assistants 
are graduates from the same school. Now, if. 
thirty-five years ago, a man might become a 
turn-coat and be respected still, the same “sel 
does not hold good in the West in this day. 
A series of letters was run in the Guthrie , 
papers during the debate on our bill, which} 
only vitalized, section 31 of article 9, of the 
Oklahoma constitution, in the right of corpo- 
rations having the right of public domain. 
These articles seem to have been published in 
these papers on condition that we should not 
be given space to defend our bill against them.

TURN ON GUSH FOUNDRY. 

A like trick was attempted on a rather larger 
scale and extending over a year and a half in 
my home town where, for no apparent purpose 
more practical then to disrupt the Democratic 
party in my county, though that was probably 
to be an incident merely to the first purpose 
to hatch sentiment, the organ of Democracy 
in Tulsa county was induced to open its col- 
umns, both news and editorial, to carry a ver- 
itable onslaught of pro—Standard Gush. Let 
those cudgel over it who need to, but to me it 
is not at all surprising, but the most natural 
thing in the world that, after a paper has car- 
ried its tons of billingsgate for a year and a 
half, the Commercial Club of Tulsa should 
unanimously vote the most direct rebuke to the 
monopoly possible and correctly voice public 
feeling and sentiments in supporting a state 
pipe line. 

The lesson of it all is that if there is such a 
thing as honest, able and consistent defense of 
the “system,” the “system” should have re- 
course to it with respect for the intelligence 
of the time and through that for its own good. 
If there is not, and I am tempted by some 
things I see to assume there is not, then I for 
one am glad, for the sake of what I hold to be 
right, that I am opposed by a coterie of pre- 
tentious imitators of a former lion in vitupera- 
tive twaddle.
